This snippet isn't strictly on the Washington Born VA medal but since Perkins is what you were working on, I thought I'd 
share it with you . This is from Ron Guth on the coinfacts.com website. 

Patterns: 

Breen called the 1792 Washington / Large Eagle with Stars coins "Multi-Denominational Patterns" because 
of the lack of a stated value and the fact that they were struck in copper, gold, and silver. Does this make 
them patterns or tokens? Is the unique gold piece a presentation piece, a pattern for a $10 gold piece, or 
an off-metal strike made for collectors? The answer impacts significantly how we might classify the gold 
1791 Washington / Large Eagle Cent (Breen 1209) and the brass 1791 Washington / Small Eagle Cents 
(Breen 1220). 

The Jacob Perkins connection: 

At least three examples are known of a muling of the Undated "WASHINGTON BORN VIRGINIA" obverse 
and the Large Eagle with Stars reverse. Breen claims the "WASHINGTON BORN VIRGINIA" was also by 
Hancock (because of this muling?) and that Jacob Perkins brought the obverse die to America. The die 
later ended up in the hands of Albert Collis, who had transfer dies made from it, then struck uniface 
impressions in platinum, gold, silver, copper, and lead. Today, the die rests in the Money Museum at the 
American Numismatic Association. How did Perkins obtain the die and when? Could he have made it? 

Questions: 

Did Hancock engrave the 1792 Washington / Large Eagle with Stars coins or did Perkins? 

Were they struck in Great Britain or America? 

Were they struck as patterns, tokens, medals, or? 

What do you think or know?

Hello Barbara: Thank you for the reply. We have not physically inspected the notes are do not have the engraving variety 
information readily at hand. Once we examine the notes, I will see what possibilities we have available. 

As far as the NJ shilling, the place to start is Eric P. Newman, The Early Paper Money Of America, 5th ed., This is the 
definitive colonial paper money reference. Also as you noted the issue was March 25, 1776, it is an interest ing issue. 
Among the detail which will surely be of interest to your theme is the backs of those notes, which feature leaf designs. 
Those leaf designs were invented by Benjamin Franklin in 1736 and used throughout he colonial period to deter 
counterfeiting, those leaf designs are known as "nature printing". Eric P. Newman has a three part article on the subject in 
The Numismatist in 1974. (The Numismatist is the journal of the American Numismatic Association, Colorado Springs, 
CO. If you have trouble locating it, a copy can be arranged. Also, there is a New Jersey reference by Waite, George, 

New Jersey's Money (Newark 1976) and a short chapter in Francis Lee, New Jersey, Colony and State, Vol 1. Eric's 
book has a wonderful bibliographic note at the end of each chapter which will give you many other clues. 

I am not certain when I will be able to get to the safe deposit to check on your notes, but I will keep you informed as I 
know more. Hope the information on shillings helps.

The conversation concerning the grouse was between 
Gideion Fairman of Philadelphia and Audubon. Fairman was a successful bank note engraver, 
especially in the earlier period of the 1820s.

These sample sheets from the 1820's 
confirmed that such an engraving did exist and the hunt continued until the elusive bank note was 
located which featured the audubon bird. There is a chance that the grouse was printed for a bank 
called the State Bank of New Jersey at Trenton (and also Camden) These would have been small 
denomination bills Unfortunately, because the State Bank of Trenton went out of business and 
counterfeiters altered worthless notes on the Trenton bank into good notes on the Camden bank, 
all of the bills threatened by this counterfeit alteration were withdrawn and none survived. The only 
other bills found with the grouse are proof notes, and so their actual circulation can not be 
confirmed. The proofs came from the Bank of Norwalk (Ohio) and the Bank Of Bridgeport (CT). 
Therefore, the associated collecting of Salesman's Sample sheets from bank note engraving 
companies provided an essential part of the answer to this elusive numismatic mystery.

As for my favorite artifact. Please quote me as saying I can't really pick one. There are many fun 
and fascinating artifacts on display. The one artifact I make sure to point out to visitors is the 1792 
pattern gold piece sent to George Washington by Obediah Westwood of Birmingham England. His 
firm was trying to "outsource" in particular the production of American copper coins, but they would 
do all of our coinage to obtain the contract. In the course of "marketing", samples of what they 
could do for American were created in copper, silver and one unique gold piece. The gold piece 






was sent to Washington and featured the obverse with a bust of Washington and the text 
Washington President 1792. Unfortunately for Westwood, this was exactly the opposite of what 
Washington had in mind for American's future coinage. He absolutely refused to have his image on 
the coins. Clearly the pattern could not have been easily spent as it had no denomination and was 
unique. There is some small question about whether Washington carried the pattern around with 
him, but its wear is consistent with riding in a velvet pocket for a number of years. It is not often 
that a personal artifact of George Washington enters the numismatic arena. 

Other favorites just depend on the mood I am in. We have wonderfully poignant anti-slavery tokens 
from England, and a unique anti-slavery token from a rum merchant in Jamaica. We have lots of 
whimsical stuff from the 1783 Georgious Triumpho tokens made in England (stop and think about 
who won, and who lost, and realize where the tokens were made and it is pretty funny) to miniature 
Nixon inflation toy money, to a whole case of errors on both coins and paper money. The other 
thing I love are the Franklin Nature prints. Franklin agreed to find a way to print the delicate design 
of natural leaves including their veins for a publication and it turned out to be a challenge to his 
genius. Conventional hand engraving techniques were inadequate. Franklin had to invent a new 
printing method. It took him a few years, but genius and persistence were his hallmarks, and he 
found a way to create a mould that wouldn't shatter when lead was poured into it, allowing a 
durable and reproducible printing device to be made with the leaf designs. The designs captured 
were so intricate that is was impractical for counterfeiters to try to copy them and it decreased 
counterfeiting by a substantial amount. Franklin was astute enough to realize that he had a 
wonderful marketing tool (notes extremely difficult to counterfeit) and sold his currency printing 
services to Pennsylvania, New Jersey and Delaware. The nature print was invented in 1736 and 
used on various colonial issues and the Continental Currency notes of the American Revolution. 
We also have the original artwork used to create the eagle on the back of the Standing Liberty 
quarters.

It is both ironic and appropriate that John James Audubon 
(1785-1851), who spent much of his life struggling to achieve financial 
security, wrote that his first engraved illustration of a bird was on a 
piece of American paper money. Until now, despite repeated efforts by 
Audubon scholars to substantiate it, the artist’s claim has lacked physical 
evidence, or a plausible explanation for its absence, raising doubts about 
whether such paper currency ever existed. Beginning in 1955, Audu¬ 
bon’s devoted biographer Alice Ford began an unsuccessful, decade-long 
search for the referenced engraving in both the United States and Great 
Britain. In 1960, William H. Dillistin, president of the Federal Reserve 
Bank of New York and a noted numismatic scholar, made his own sys¬ 
tematic search for the Audubon bank note. Working at the behest of 
Princeton University, which was then organizing a national exhibition on 
the artist’s life and work, Dillistin was no more successful than Ford in 
tracking down the illusive currency. Audubon’s more recent biographers 
(Ron Tyler, William Souder, and Richard Rhodes) also have searched 
in vain for the bank note Audubon mentioned. Unable to find the evi¬ 
dence of Audubon’s claim, others may have dismissed it as a red herring, 
invented by Audubon (a frequent embellisher of his own achievements) 
to burnish his reputation in the lean years before publishing his land¬ 
mark book, The Birds of America (1827-1838). But new research on

1. Because Audubon’s journal mentions creating his grouse design for a bank 
note “belonging to the state of New Jersey” (see footnote 2 for the source of this 
quote), our search began with an examination of Newjersey bank-note collections 
and records. It is known that the state of New Jersey never issued any of its own 
circulating notes in the nineteenth century, so we assumed that Audubon must 
have meant that the bank note was issued for use in the state of New Jersey. When 
an exhaustive survey of this material failed to turn up a grouse illustration there, we 
expanded the scope of our search to include bank notes and scrip that circulated 
throughout all of the United States.

This search was more productive, and eventually identified three sheets, produced 
between 1824 and 1830, in which the small running grouse image illustrated and 
discussed here appeared. The original grouse engraving is roughly 7/8 inches in 
width and 5/8 inches in height, including the bird’s stylized grass background. 
The size of this image indicates that it was intended for use on a bank note be¬ 
tween the side-by-side signatures of bank officers that generally appeared at the 
bottom of each bank note. On one sample sheet, two identical images of the grouse 
appear. The others contain one grouse each. As is typical, neither the artist nor 
the engraver is identified on any of the sheets. For the sources of Audubon’s claim 
to have created the grouse image for a New Jersey bank note, see footnote 2. 
Francis Herrick is the first serious Audubon scholar to mention the illusive bank 
note in his classic two-volume biography of Audubon, Herrick, Audubon the Na tu¬ 
ralist: A History of His Life and Time (New York, 1917), 1: 331. Beginning in 
1955, Alice Ford made repeated searches of the Rathbone collections in Liverpool 
to locate the missing note (personal conversations prior to her death in 1997). In 
an e-mail message in response to Robert Peck’s inquiry, Katy Hooper, at the 
University of Liverpool Library, confirmed this search when she wrote, “I’m afraid 
you are not the first person to ask about this, but no new information has emerged 
since Alice Ford corresponded with Mrs. R. Rathbone (Sybil Rathbone) in 
1955-56 and 1965 during her research work on Audubon. She asked specifically 
about the banknote, mentioning the 1826 MS journal, and evidently received a 
disappointing reply. Alice Ford notes that curators at both the Smithsonian and 
The American Numismatic Society doubted that the banknote ever existed. The 
correspondence is listed at: RP XVB.2.91-95” (K. Hooper, pers. comm., Sept.

We know of Audubon’s first venture into the realm of commercial 
illustration from only two sources; both are entries in the artist’s private 
diaries. The first reference occurs on July 12, 1824, when Audubon, 
who was then seeking patronage for The Birds of America in Philadel¬ 
phia, noted, “I drew for Mr. Fainnan a small grouse to be put on a bank¬ 
note belonging to the State of New-Jersey.” Unfortunately, the original 
diary in which this record appears was lost in a fire and is known only 
through Audubon’s granddaughter’s edited transcription. The second, 
equally cryptic mention of the illustration occurs in the journal he kept 
while he was in England. Fortunately, this volume still exits. In an entry 
dated September 9, 1826, the artist mentions showing an example of 
his grouse-decorated bank note to William Rathbone (1787-1868), a 
prominent Liverpool merchant and ship owner whose friendship and 
support of Audubon did much to advance the artist’s reputation and 
acceptance in England: “I remained the night at Wm. Rathbone’s,” Au¬ 
dubon recorded, “[and] presented him with a copy of Fairman’s Engrav¬ 
ing of [my] Bank Note Plate.” 2 

The Mr. Fairman to whom Audubon refers was Gideon Fairman 
(1774-1827), a principal in the engraving firm of Fairman, Draper, Un¬ 
derwood & Co. of Philadelphia (1823-1830) that specialized in the 
preparation of paper currency for financial institutions. It was Fairman 
who advised Audubon to seek the superior engraving capabilities in

Their brief interac¬ 
tion and its effect on Audubon was described by Audubon in his journal 
and has been well documented in the existing Audubon literature. 

Remaining unexamined until now is the paper trail that traces the 
influence Audubon had on Fairman and his company. A sample sheet of 
images suitable for the decoration of bank notes that has the imprint 
of Fairman, Draper, Underwood & Co. in the very year of the fateful 
Fairman-Audubon meeting (in 1824) serves as the baseline to document 
the offerings of the Fairman firm prior to Fairman’s meeting with Audu¬ 
bon. It contains a selection of some complexly engraved numerals and 
geometric roundels that were specifically designed for usefulness and 
decoration as well as to discourage the counterfeiting of paper currency. 
It also contains classically draped figures, representing commerce, lib¬ 
erty, and the personification of America; small portraits of George Wash¬ 
ington, Benjamin Franklin, and Sir Walter Raleigh; and a number of 
other allegorical vignettes. It includes seven stylized images of eagles but 
no grouse. This sheet would have been offered by Fairman to bank offi¬ 
cials to help them select images to be used on bank notes printed by the 
Fairman firm. Such notes, issued by a wide range of financial institutions, 
both state incorporated and privately operated, served as currency before 
the United States government established a centralized issuing program 
in 1863. 3

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A large number of companies vied for the lucrative business of engrav¬ 
ing and printing paper money during the nineteenth century prior to the 
American Civil War. Fairman’s firm (along with its successors) was one 
of the most successful of these, well known in the banking world for the 
high quality of the currency it produced. In order to maintain and in¬ 
crease its market share in that competitive business, the company offered 
a continually expanding variety of original vignettes from which its cus¬ 
tomers could choose. 4 

Whether the idea of using a grouse on a bank note was Fairman’s or 
Audubon’s, it is quite likely that the two men saw in each other an 
opportunity for mutual benefit. Fairman was constantly in search of new 
and distinctive designs, especially, it seems, those that reflected Ameri¬ 
can themes, to offer his customers. Audubon, needing income, wel¬ 
comed a chance to demonstrate his capabilities as an ornithological 
illustrator. In America, where success was (and often still is) measured

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by financial achievement, what better way was there for a struggling artist 
to make his mark than on bank notes specifically created to be a tangible 
part of commerce? 5 

It is not certain how quickly Fairman was able to make the image of 
Audubon’s sketch available to his customers in the banking world. An¬ 
other Fairman, Draper, Underwood & Co. sample sheet of unknown 
date, but possibly as early as 1825 (see Figure 1), shows many of the 
same vignettes as were offered on its 1824 graphic menu. Included 
among the new offerings is a small engraving of a running grouse (see 
Figure 2). Could this be the illusive Audubon illustration? Several details 
strongly indicate that it was. 

Interestingly, the bird shown is not a Ruffed Grouse (Bonasa umbellus ), 
a chicken-size game bird that, in Audubon’s day, was commonly found in 
forested country throughout the eastern United States, Canada, and the 
Pacific Northwest. Instead, the bird depicted is a now extinct eastern sub¬ 
species of the Pinnated Grouse or Greater Prairie Chicken (Tympanuchus 
cupido) called the Heath Hen, which then ranged in small numbers from 
North Carolina to Maine. Audubon probably saw and may have procured 
a male specimen of the species, with its distinctive courting feathers (called 
“pinnae”) that hang from the side of its neck and the featherless air sacks 
on its throat, during one of his frequent collecting trips in the mid-Atlantic 
states. He would have had such an opportunity during a trip up the Hud¬ 
son River to Lake Erie and Niagara Falls which he made early in 1824, or 
in Pennsylvania or New Jersey closer to the time of his meeting with 
Gideon Fairman that July. The bird is shown in a running posture that is 
almost identical to that used by Audubon to depict the female Wild Tur¬ 
key in The Birds of America (plate 6) (see Figure 3). This turkey is based 
on a painting that Audubon had begun in 1820 and may well have been 
shown to Gideon Fairman at the time the two men were introduced by 
Audubon’s patron Edward Harris. 6

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Could Fairman have requested Audubon to draw this relatively un¬ 
usual species and to put it into such an animated posture in order to help 
him catch the eye of his bank-note customers? Might its ornithological 
complexity and specificity have been intended as a way of foiling coun¬ 
terfeiters? Or perhaps Audubon selected the species in an effort to set 
himself apart from more conventional illustrators who would be inclined 
to depict a more common bird in a static or stylized heraldic posture. 
The bird’s running posture, somewhat unusual in an avian illustration, 
shows the artist’s thorough knowledge of the species’ behavior. Since 
there is no further reference to the bank-note illustration in Audubon’s 
writing and no known references to it in Fairman’s surviving correspon¬ 
dence, we may never know whose idea sparked the image or what dis¬ 
cussions may have taken place between the two men about it. 

As it was, any species of bird other than an eagle was unusual for use 
in American bank-note design in the 1820s. Bills of a slightly later date 
did incorporate waterfowl (see Figure 4) and other game or domestic 
birds (see Figure 5) but, for the time in which it was created, Audubon’s 
grouse stands out from the predictable array of patriotic symbols and 
generic vignettes as a refreshing innovation. 7 

If Audubon hoped to enhance his reputation by being able to point to 
his handiwork on the paper currency of his adopted country, his aspira¬ 
tions were only partially fulfilled. His diary suggests that he had at least 
one such bank note on hand during his visit to Liverpool in 1826, but

the question remains as to whether such a note was ever issued and why 
are there no known surviving examples of it today. There are two possi¬ 
ble answers to this question. The simplest is that the bill Audubon was 
so proud to show to his English patrons was not an accepted or an 
issued bank note, but a sample mock-up or a proof created by Fairman 
to show to potential customers. Using a slightly skittish (running) grouse 
in the design of a bank note may have seemed too risky or unconven¬ 
tional for the conservative bankers who selected the vignettes to embel¬ 
lish their bills. Thus, the bird may have been dropped from the final 
composition, its place going to a more familiar, reassuring, or patriotic 
subject. The example Audubon showed to William Rathbone could have 
been given to the artist by Fairman as a thank-you for the submission of 
his sketch, or might have been given by Fairman to their mutual friend, 
Edward Flarris, who, in turn, may have passed it on to Audubon for his 
interest and self-promotion. In either case, it is probable that only a very 
few examples of the New Jersey grouse bank note were printed. 8

A second, more complicated scenario is that Audubon’s grouse- 
embellished bill was, in fact, circulated for a short period, but then was 
intentionally withdrawn and destroyed after some fraudulent alterations 
of similar bills from another bank caused the legitimate ones to be re¬ 
jected by the public. The explanation for such a scenario runs as follows: 
At almost the same time that Audubon created his grouse image for 
Fairman, the independent State Bank (of New Jersey) at Trenton em¬ 
ployed the firm of Fairman, Draper, Underwood & Co. to design and 
print many of its bills. That Trenton bank began to fail in July, 1825 and 
its bank notes were deemed worthless by July, 1826. Meanwhile, The 
State Bank (of New Jersey) at Camden, a totally separate and fiscally 
sound institution, also issued many bills designed and printed by Fair- 
man, Draper, Underwood & Co. The Camden bills were the same size

and somewhat similar in appearance to those issued by the Trenton insti¬ 
tution. It appears that forgers, taking advantage of the financial crisis at 
the Trenton bank, acquired worthless Trenton bank notes and altered 
them by eradicating the word TRENTON and replacing it with the word 
CAMDEN in order to pass them fraudulently to an unsuspecting public. 
This was a nefarious practice that was common in the days of state- 
chartered and private banking, when the public was not thoroughly fa¬ 
miliar with bank notes from many other banks. Such alterations, when 
skillfully done, were difficult to detect and far quicker and easier to make 
than wholly counterfeit bills. They were relatively easy to pass off in 
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small transactions, for they appeared to be backed by the full credit of 
the solvent bank whose name they appeared to bear. At least an adequate 
number of altered Trenton-to-Camden notes survive to conhrm that such 
a fraud did occur. Although Audubon was almost certainly unaware of 
the financial crisis in Trenton, it may have had an impact on his earliest 
published image of a bird. 9 

With a large number of altered, worthless Trenton bills in circulation, 
officers of the Camden bank may have tried to protect its good name and 
to protect the unsuspecting public from succumbing to the fraud by 
withdrawing from circulation and destroying its own genuine Camden 
small-denomination bank notes in the course of doing business. 10 

Unfortunately for historians (and Audubon), the Camden bank’s erad¬ 
ication policy may have been so successful that no small-denomination 
bills created by Fairman’s firm for the Camden bank between 1824 and 
1827 have survived. It is therefore impossible to know at this time 
whether the Camden bank notes ever included Audubon’s grouse. We 
do know that Fairman’s firm continued to offer the grouse to its other 
customers before 1830, however, because a Fairman, Draper, Under¬ 
wood & Co. sample sheet dated in that year includes that bird, along 
with other more traditional embellishments (see Figure 6). 

When an engraving company went out of business or changed owner¬ 
ship, as Fairman’s did in 1830, it was common for the metal plates used 
to create the most popular images to be passed on or sold to another 
company. For this reason, some of the same vignettes can be found on 
bank notes issued by different institutions in different parts of the coun¬ 
try over a period of many decades. 

The earliest surviving example of a bank note bearing the “Audubon” 
grouse (i.e., the running pinnated grouse that appears on Fairman’s proof 
sheet dated 1830) was created (as a sample only) for the Bank of Norwalk 
(Ohio) that operated from 1833-1849 (see Figure 7a and 7b). The $3 
note was engraved by Draper, Underwood, Bald and Spencer, a successor

company to Fairman, Draper, Underwood & Co., from which it acquired 
many of the vignettes, illustrations, and embellishments used to produce 
bank notes. It is known only in proof form, not being signed or issued. It 
has plate letter “C,” indicating that a plate of four notes was engraved. 11

The same “Audubon” grouse appears on two undated developmental 
proofs for a $5 note, also created by Draper, Underwood, Bald & Spen¬ 
cer, for The Bridgeport (Connecticut) Bank (see Figure 8a and 8b). On 
both Bridgeport designs, as on the sample note for the Bank of Norwalk, 
the grouse appears at the bottom center of the bill separating areas re¬ 
served for official signatures. The developmental proof has a view of

Bridgeport and several counters (denominational insignia) but no en¬ 
graved text. The fully engraved proof has an additional bank-note en¬ 
graver’s name (N. and S.S. Jocelyn, N. York and N. Haven) and a plate 
letter A. 12 

Because the Norwalk and Bridgeport bank notes incorporating “Au¬ 
dubon’s” grouse vignette survive only in proof and developmental form, 
it is unknown whether any such final proof design was accepted for 
general issue. Once again, Audubon may have been denied numismatic

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immortality because of the nontraditional subject of his design. If the 
availability of the grouse vignette was ever advertised to potential cus¬ 
tomers, the identity of the artist who created the running grouse would 
obviously not have been mentioned. 13 

For reasons we may never know, Audubon’s grouse does not appear 
to have survived as a decorative offering past the 1840s. A careful search 
of paper currency printed by Fairman, Draper, Underwood & Co., its 
successor firms, and even its competitors, has failed to locate any other 
notes bearing the distinctive image. Like the original drawing on which 
they were based, the banknote plates of Audubon’s grouse may have 
survived for a while and then been lost or destroyed, thus ending the 
artist’s brief entry into the footnotes of numismatic history. 14 

Fortunately for Audubon, by the time his grouse disappeared from 
the vignette offerings for America’s regional currency, the once strug¬ 
gling artist had earned enough grouse-free money of his own to claim his 
place as America’s most revered, beloved—and financially successful— 
naturalist. By 1840 Audubon had made such strides as an artist that he 


13. At the time of Audubon’s submission to Gideon Fairman and for the dec¬ 
ades that followed until individual banks ceased issuing their own bank notes 
after the Civil War, newspapers, pamphlets, and other publications gave detailed 
descriptions of the vignettes and other insignia that appeared on bank notes in 
order to help the public to distinguish between genuine, counterfeit, spurious, or 
altered notes. Some lists only pointed out the banks and denominations where 
fraudulent notes were known to exist. By 1855 about 10,000 bank notes of differ¬ 
ent design were in circulation in the United States. Lists with simple descriptions 
of some elements on genuine circulating notes were published, but rarely illus¬ 
trated. No mention of a grouse, pinnated or otherwise, appears on any of these 
lists. For those studying and collecting bank notes of state-chartered banks, David 
C. Wismer and other researchers began publishing descriptive lists of issued bills 
in the 1920s. Subsequent New Jersey bank note publications did not mention or 
show any with an image of a grouse. It was not until 1988 that Haxby’s compre¬ 
hensive list of American bank notes (with illustrations) appeared. Buried among 
the thousands of images of obsolete bank notes was one unissued $5 bank note of 
the Bank of Bridgeport Connecticut (described above). Its significance has re¬ 
mained unrecognized until now. Haxby, Standard Catalog.

might have considered the simple sketch of 1824 inadequate and even 
embarrassing. By then he had many greater accomplishments to his 
credit, including four hundred and thirty-five hand-colored, life-size 
“double elephant folio” illustrations of the birds of his adopted country. 
Among these was a dramatic depiction of the same species he had once 
illustrated for Gideon Fairman. The engraved plate of the Greater Prairie 
Chicken (what Audubon called the “Pinnated Grous”), issued as plate 
186 in The Birds of America (see Figure 9), demonstrates the work of a 
fully mature artist at the height of his powers. Audubon’s knowledge as 
an ornithologist, confidence as an artist, and deservedly acclaimed ability 
to integrate several birds into a single composition are all well reflected 
in this animated design, something he did not attempt in his sketchy 
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bank note drawing of 1824. The picture created for his great book on 
birds documents both the species’ habitat and characteristic mating be¬ 
havior as no previous artist had done. It reveals in one scene what Audu¬ 
bon knew to be the most important aspects of the bird’s life cycle, and 
yet, for all of the scientific information conveyed, the artist has not com¬ 
promised the visual impact of the picture. 

Despite the differences in style, intent, and execution between Audu¬ 
bon’s running-grouse bank-note design and his more sophisticated treat¬ 
ment of the same species in The Birds of America, the artist’s diary 
entries, reinforced by the surviving proof sheets from Fairman’s engrav¬ 
ing company, help to confirm that both illustrations were created by the 
same hand. 15 

Whether or not Audubon’s running grouse was ever used on widely 
issued American currency, its existence on Fairman’s design sheets and 
on at least the one sample bank note that Audubon possessed, may have 
helped the artist at a critical moment in his life. His ability to show a 
U.S. bank note, printed with an illustration he had created, to an influ¬ 
ential merchant like William Rathbone may have enabled Audubon to 
establish his professional and artistic credibility at just the right time 
in his remarkable career. Through Rathbone’s extensive introductions, 
Audubon was able to meet most of the leading lights of Liverpool and 
make the essential leap from provincial curiosity to lionized darling of 
the British establishment. The social and artistic acceptance that Rath- 
bone helped him to achieve soon turned into financial support. With this 
he could take the next critical step in his life’s ambition to create a book 
on America’s native birds. Following Gideon Fairman’s advice, and with 
help from his new friends in Liverpool, Audubon sought out and suc¬ 
cessfully established working relationships with two of the best engravers 
in England. They, in turn, insured the successful creation of what was— 


15. Susanne Low speculates that the pinnated grouse painting that was used 
as an illustration in The Birds of America might have been made at the same time 
as the Fairman bank-note illustration.

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and remains—arguably the most beautiful natural history book ever pub¬ 
lished. 16 

Like so many of the plates from The Birds of America, Audubon’s 
“Pinnated Grous” is today widely admired by bird lovers and print col¬ 
lectors around the world. It sells for prices that would have astounded 
Audubon and his contemporaries. Sadly, the species that inspired the 
plate is now extirpated from most of its original range and struggling to 
survive even in areas of protected habitat. Its close relative, the Heath 
Hen, the bird that inspired the bank note drawing Audubon made for 
Gideon Fairman, has now completely vanished. In less than two hundred 
years, this once rare but now extinguished subspecies has moved from a 
visual guarantee of fiscal stability (through Fairman’s printing) to a sym¬ 
bol of human avarice and destruction. 

Now that it has been rediscovered, and credited to the artist who 
made it, Audubon’s grouse vignette can be added to the visual contribu¬ 
tions of America’s best known painter of wild birds. In a way he never 
intended, this simple illustration of a running bird serves as a metaphor 
for Audubon’s early struggle for artistic and financial success. It also 
represents a small but powerful symbol of the wild America with which 
Audubon’s name and legacy will be forever linked.

As I passed through Wayne County last winter, there was a pewter dollar imposed on me, 
which afterwards proved to be one coined in that place by a fat, greasy, queer looking old man, who I met on the road the 
day before. On inquiry I found that with money many persons this money was much more current than any kind of bank 
bills, ****** 


The paragraph ends with "might be much more useful to the community at large, than nine tenths of the banking 
establishments." (this might refer to the Bank of St. Louis and/or the Bank of Missouri which were in trouble at the time. 

Then follows in a bracket "This might be employed with great advantage at Washington, at his coinage, ****"" 

The bracketed portion is followed by the printed signature 


The first part of the comic article must have been sent in from St. Louis because it so states and because it is dated Dec. 
29 must be 1819 because it was published in the Weekly Aurora dated Feb.27, 1820 promptly after that. I do no know if 
there was another St. Louis newspaper or publication at that time but that would be easy to find out. 

The History Museum in St. Louis has a library department on Skinker which has the Missouri Gazette and is available to 
be visited. If it doesn't have the issue perhaps Mercantile Library does. 

I will be glad to send the full text of the Weekly Aurora as sent to me by Maureen Levine to whom I am sending a copy of 
this message, 

Ask me any further question you may have. I am intrigued by this matter because it relates to counterfeit Spanish

Therefore, I made a transcript of it. You will not be surprised that the Aurora took serious liberties 
with the original material. There were actually three money related articles on the St. 
Louis/national page. I have included the other two for your consideration. 


Missouri Gazette Dec. 29, 1819 

p. 3, col 1, St. Louis/national news section 


Mr. Charles, 


As I passed through Wayne county last winter, there was a pewter dollar imposed on me which 
afterwards proved to be coined in that place by a fat greasy quere (sic) looking old man who I met 
on the road the day before. On inquiry I found that with many persons this money was much more 
current than any kind of bank bills, giving for their reason, that there was more intrinsic value in 
pewter than in paper. I was afterwards informed by a man of truth, that he drew a sum of specie 
out of the Nashville bank among which he found 19 or 20 of those dollars which he was unable to 
detect until he arrived at the aforesaid neighborhood, on his way to the Red river. Such is this old 
fellows skill in his business that hde renders himself extremely useful to his country, and in my 
opinion (if it were not unconstitutional) might be much more useful to the community at large, than 
nine tenths of the banking establishments.

100,000 Spanish Milled Dollars have been traveling from Philadelphia to Boston, and it has 
resounded through the newspapers from one end of the continent to the other, as if it were q 
matter of great moment. 

So far as my knowledge extends of the practical use which is made of Spanish Dollars in the U. 
States, they are not at all considered as specie: but as merchandize- They command almost 
invariably a premium, and no one thinks of depositing them in the Banks, at par, as current specie, 
except on extraordinary emergencies. 

The great drain of specie which was feared, by some, would swallow up all the happiness of 
Europe and of America, for the sake of obtaining the luxuries of Asia, is fast curing itself. Both 
from Europe and from America, the trade to India this year, will be very small, compared to what it 
was last year. The great aim of merchants always is and always must be to take either goods or 
specie, from the places it is least wanted , to the places, where, being most wanted, they will give a

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a greater price for the article-. Specie it has been found, was most wanted at home. Of course it 
has not been sent abroad. This is a very logical conclusion.

FOREIGN COINS 

The act passed March 3, 1819, provides that Until November 1, 1819 Gold coins shall be taken 
as legal tender at the following rates, viz:- 

Of Great Britain and Portugal of their present standard 100 cents for 27 grains or 88 8.9 cents 
per penny-weight. 

Of France of their present standard 100 cents for 27 1/2 grains, or 87 1/4 cents per 
pennyweight. 

This law expires on Monday 1 Nov. 1819, and Foreign Gold Coins cease, on that day, to be 
legal tender. 

Foreign Silver Coins, by the same act 3 March, 1819, are to continue to be a legal tender, at the 
following rates, until April 29, 18212, viz 

The Crowns of France, at the rate of $1.16 per oz. or 93 cents and 3 mills for each Five Franc 
Piece, weighing 16 dwt. and 2 grains. 

As far as I can ascertain, OUR BANKS are yet undetermined what course to pursue, in regard to 
Foreign Gold Coins: but I believe they will decide to continue for the present, to receive them, after 
the 1 st November as they did before. If they should find themselves overburdened with 
them(which is not very probable) they will of course send them to be coined at the mint of the 
United States. 


Those are the relevant articles from the Dec 29, 1819 Missouri Gazette. Interesting note, the 
pewter dollar guy does not identitfy them as Spanish american dollars, and based upon the other 
article that Spanish american dollars were not usual specie because of the premiums, it would be 
unlikely that the honest man would have gotten them from the Nashville bank. If I had to guess, I 
would suggest that the pewter dollars were US dollar imitations. Otherwise, it would seem to make 
sense to comment on them being foreign etc. People are always changing things to meet their 
own agenda, some things never change. I hope this helps. Tom

I finished up late yesterday afternoon with the research on St. Louis Stamp and Coin Co. 

I am not certain it will be as helpful as we would like in terms of dating the sales. I am copying the 
memo I wrote into the email for your convenience. If you have any questions, need more etc. let 
me know. Tom 

St. Louis Stamp and Coin Co. research in Gould’s City directory for St. Louis City 
( City directories were checked starting with late additions in the front, Johnson, St. Louis Stamp 
and Coin as well as Sutherland ( I checked them all) in each directory. I also checked for Coins 
and or Stamps as a subject area in the Business pages section) 

First mention of the St. Louis Stamp and Coin Co. was in the 1898 city directory. The store was 

listed at 312 N. 4 th St. The listing was only the name and address, no other name associated with 
it were discovered. In 1898, other presumably postage stamp companies appear. The Stamp 
Exchange in Room 605 Century building on Olive and the St. Louis Trading Stamp Company at 
709 Olive St. Before 1898 ( starting with 1891) there were stamp companies, but I believe they 
were ink stamp or metal stamp companies rather than postal stamp companies. Mound city stamp 
co. 1501 Washington Av ( 1891), Miller-McCormack Stamp company 9045 Olive st. (1893) Star 
Stamp company 3848 West Pine(1 893). 

In 1899, St. Louis Stamp and Coin continues at 312 N. 4 th St. 

In 1900, St. Louis Stamp and Coin moves to 209 N. 8 th St. The Directory listing is in a much larger 
font, equal in size to other Stamp Company ads. Hussman Stamp Company also appears. 

In 1901 St. Louis Stamp and Coin moves to 1003 Pine St. where they stay until 1903. 

There are David Sutherlands listed, but they are all in construction. 

*Side Note: I bumped into a scale ad for Troemner’s Star scale from the Howe Scale company in 
the coffee mill section. See photocopy attached from 1901 Gould’s city directory . 

Side note 2: Bumped into the St. Louis Bank Note Company ( 38 Laclede Building Olive and 4 th ) in 
1895. I am sure you know all about it, but I noted it anyway. 

Burdette G. Johnson first appears in the city directory in 1903 as a clerk for St. Louis Stamp and 
Coin Co. Johnson’s residence was 1814A Oregon Ave. The St. Louis Stamp and Coin Co. moved 

to 115 N. 11 th St. 

The company description does not include a person’s name. 

In 1904, in the Business listing section ( St. Louis Stamp and Coin appears in both the “white 
pages” individual names alphabetically, section and in the “yellow pages” businesses arranged by 
subject of their commerce sections. St. Louis Stamp and Coin usually had two listings and then 
additional mention of people who worked there in the personal sections. In the business listing, a 
description “Postage Stamps and Old Money of all countries Bought and Sold” was added to the

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basic listing. This added description never changed from 1904 -1912 where I stopped this 
particular search. 

From 1903-1906 Johnson is listed as a clerk, in 1907 he is listed as a salesman and he moves his 
personal residence to 2844 Lafayette. 

In 1908 David A. Sutherland ( St. Louis Stamp and Coin Co.) makes his ONLY appearance in a St. 
Louis City 

Directory. His residence is listed as Columbus Ind. No St. Louis city address is provided. I 
assume that the notation means Columbus, Indiana, but the guide to abbreviations is not helpful 
on this subject. 

He never appears in the business section of the listing. 

Burdette G Johnson is no longer labeled clerk or salesman starting in 1908. 

In 1909, in addition to the listing and description of St. Louis Stamp and Coin Co., Burdette G 
Johnson's name is in a parenthesis in the entry in the white pages section. There is never a name 
in the business listing portion. 

Note, either Johnson moved slightly to 2849 Lafayette or there was a typo in 1912.

1908 David A. Sutherland’s name appears, association with St. Louis Stamp and Coin Co., no 
position indicated, residence listed as Columbus Ind 

1908 Burdette G Johnson’s personal entry no longer includes a position, simply St. Louis Stamp 
and Coin Co. 

1909 Burdette G Johnson’s name is added to the company listing in parantheses in the “white 
pages” part of the listing.

I am very pleased with your 12/29/11 findings which will enable you to continue with new data I 
just located. 

Burdette G. Johnson was born in DeSoto, Missouri on January 2,1885. When he moved to St. 

Louis may probably be made clear by determining when his father came to St. Louis. His father 
was named William A. Johnson who was born in 1850 ( I do not know where). I have a signed 
statement that in 1895 both William A Johnson and Burdette G. Johnson were both living 
together at 2108 - C , South Spring Avenue which was (may still be) about one block west of 
Grand Avenue in South St. Louis and must have been in a four party flat because its letter C so 
indicates.. 

The printed envelopes of the St. Louis Stamp & Coin Co. for correspondence have printed on 
them that the business was commenced in 1897 but I do not know who owned it in the beginning. 
The first time Burdette G. Johnson was on the Fixed Price Lists was as "Mgr" in circa 1907. I do 
know that in September 1908 David A. Sutherland owned the business and sold it to Burdette G. 
Johnson and there is a sales contract and checks in payment for the sale for $4,500. On the Fixed 
Price Lists of the business Burdette G. Johnson is listed as "Prop" (Proprietor) solely for the first 
time but for two prior years both Sutherland and Burdette had been listed in the St. Louis Stamp & 
CoinFixed Price Lists dates being estimated) as Proprietors. 

Now I believe with this new data you can return to the city directories and find more .If you have 
any questions please contact me before or afterward. Eric

Hi Eric: Here is the next note on the research I have done in Gould's City Directories. 

Here is the text of the note. I can rewrite things as needed. Tom Serfass 
Stamp Louis Stamp and Coin Research Memo 2 
William A. Johnson and Frank E. Ellis 

Despite the wonderful information from Eric P. Newman that William A. Johnson was in St. Louis 
and lived at 2109 C South Spring St. in 1895, I could not verify any of that information through 
Gould’s City Directories. 

William A. Johnson proved to be very elusive. Perhaps he moved to the County for a time. 

Despite many listings for William Johnson and several for William A. Johnson, none of them 
seemed to be above laborer type jobs which I assumed did not describe B. G. Johnson’s father. I 
checked the addresses of all William Johnsons for the South Spring St. Address, having no luck. I 
did that for all the years up to and including 1898. 

The only likely candidate in 1898, I found was a William A. Johnson, Cashier, for Millard F. Helery 
with a residence at 3685 Laclede av. 

The other candidate was in 1899, a William A. Johnson, Insurance (insur) at 2755A Lafayette Av 
I checked both Burdette and William A. from 1901 when Johnson would have been 16 as the 
youngest time he was likely to get full time work. 

In 1905, I found confirmation, as both Burdette G. and William A. Johnson both are listed at 1814A 
Oregon. William A. Johnson was listed as “insur” and so I assumed the 1899 listing was correct. 
Whether he worked as cashier before that is still uncertain. 

Burdette and William A. Johnson live together on and off but William A. does not consistently 
appear in the directories. In 1905, Burdette is living with him at 1814A Oregon, in 1906b William 
disappears, then in 1907 William and Burdette have moved to 2844 Lafayette Av, where they stay 
for several years. William A. changes his job to “agent” but unspecified for whom, and he 
continues to live with Burdette G. through 1910. 

I can try to check county directories for the missing years after 1899 or between 1895-1899, but 
many fewer exist than their city counterparts. Let me know if this is wanted. 

As far as Frank E. Ellis goes, he is first listed in Gould’s City Directory in 1897 as a clerk, living at 
2726 Stoddard , he disappears for 1898, and reappears in 1899 as manager of St. Louis Stamp 

and Coin Co. 312 N. 4 th St.. His residence is at 1416 N. 16 th St. 

In 1900, he changes residences to 1125 N. 16 th St. and an interesting series of address 

inconsistencies begins. Under Ellis’s name, St. Louis Stamp and Coin Co. is shown at 312 N. 4 th 
St., but both the white pages and the yellow pages have St. Louis Stamp and Coin Co. at 209 N. 

8 th St. ( by white pages I mean the normal alphabetical listing of people and businesses and by the 
yellow pages I mean the listing of businesses alphabetically by type of business according o 
headings listed in the front of the directory) For 1900, the white pages listing s on page 1578. The 
yellow page listing is on page 2388. 
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In 1901, the moving continues and the addresses do not stay consistent. Frank E. Ellis is still 

listed as the manager of St. Louis Stamp and Coin Co. at 209 N 8 th St., but the white and yellow 
pages have the store moved to 1003 Pine St. (No mention of this is in the alterations and 
additions in either year) 

Looking for any clues about the store’s prospects I tracked the kind of advertisement taken out in 
the directory. The white pages always has the most minimal, non bold small print with just the 
name and address until 1909 when Burdette G. Johnson is added to the white pages listing in 
parentheses. 

Frank E. Ellis continues to work at St. Louis Stamp and Coin for several years. In 1903, he is no 
longer listed as the manager, just that he works there. No title of any kind. From 1899 until 1903 he 

lives at the same address, 1125 N. 16 th St. In 1904, the second year he is not listed as manager 
he moves to 1422A Dolman. 

In 1903 the store moves again, with continuing address inconsistencies, under Frank Ellis’s name, 
the store is listed as 1003 Pine, under the white and yellow pages, it has moved to 115 N. 11 th St. 
Interestingly, Burdette G. Johnson is listed as clerk for the St. Louis Stamp and Coin Co., but the 
stores address does not appear in his name entry as it does with Ellis. 

As previously indicated, B.G. Johnson begins in 1903 as clerk, and that label in the directory does 
not change until the 1907 city directory where Burdette is now referred to as salesman. In 1907, 
Frank Ellis moves to 1372A Arlington Av 

Fun side note. In the 1905 City directory yellow pages, under Stamps, Postage ( but not under 
Coins), there is a small simply entry forZerbe, Farren, 1 North Broadway. Zerbe disappears in 
1906 directory. I haven’t rechecked 1904 for him yet but when I get a chance I will. 

David A. Sutherland is nowhere to be found in the city directories with the sole exception of 1908, 
The entry in the white pages reads, “Sutherland, David A. St. Louis Stamp and Coin Co. 115 N. 

11 th St. Res. Columbus, Ind”. 

Also in 1908, there is a Frank Ellis listed, but not a Frank E. Ellis, there is no job associated with 
Mr. Ellis’s entry and his residence is listed as 4A Nicholson Place. There is no way to be certain it 
is the same Frank Ellis. In 1909 there is no listing whatsoever for a Frank Ellis. 

Also in 1908, the store address is added to Burdette G. Johnson’s name entry in the white pages 
and a position is eliminated. It no longer says salesman. 

1909 is also the year in which Burdette G. Johnson’s name is added to the white pages entry for 
St. Louis Stamp and Coin Co. (page 1774) and the store address continues to be a part of the 
personal listing. Also, no position with St. Louis Stamp and Coin Co. continues to be a part of his 
name entry. 

As noted earlier, the yellow pages Font grew in boldness and size in 1900 to better compete with 
other stamp dealers. This did not change until 1905 when a description was added to the yellow 
pages in both the stamps and coins headings and it read : 

“Postage Stamps and Old Money of all countries Bought and Sold” 

I stopped at 1910 as Ellis is gone, Sutherland is gone, and William A. is still living with Burdette ( or 
vice versa) as an agent. I am happy to continue if that is of interest. 

I am still considering trying to find the price lists in the newspaper. Are there any stamps in the 
price lists, or are they strictly coins?

You asked for a memo of our conversation yesterday. I checked in both the errors case and the two 
counterfeiting/altered cases. In the errors case there is a coin identified as a 1790’s cent with a mistake in the 
edge lettering. Because of the cant of the coin in the holder, I can not read the date. There is a cent with an 
error in the denominator in the legend 1/000 instead of 1/100. It is dated in the range of 1790s-early 1800s. 
In the counterfeiting case, there is an altered one cent coin, in which a late date large cent was cut down to 
the size of a small size coin, no date possible. 

There were no half cents in any of the three cases.

Eric asked me to try to track down some information on the Castine Bank of Maine (Mass). 
There is one page of illustrations in Haxby, Obsolete Bank Notes which I can photocopy for you 
Eric if you want. After our chat you indicated you had the notes and just wanted information to 
contextualize them a bit. 

So here is what I found 


Haxby, Volume 2, p. 828 

Castine bank in Mass (later Maine) operated from 1815-1820. It failed according to Haxby. 

The bank issued Demand notes in One, Two, Three, Five (2 styles), Ten and Twenty dollar 
denominations. 

There are known counterfeits of the $10 and $20, both using Perkins' plates. The genuine $1 bill is 
also listed as being from a Perkins plate. The bank note engraver is listed as Reed ( or A. Reed). 
The engraver space also lists "Patent Stereotype Steel Plate", which I thought was a method 
rather than a company, but I guess it could have been both. The entries are separate, suggesting 
the Patent Stereotype Steel Plate was a company. 

The bank also issued a Postal Note in which denominations could be handwritten into the note. 
The Postal note was also engraved by Reed. 

In checking Counterfeit Detectors, the early date of the bank makes this tricky. You mentioned 
1853 as the earliest detector you had at the house. I used two Bicknell detectors we had here at 
the library, one from November of 1833 ( Boston) and one 1836 (Phila.) Neither detector 
mentioned Castine Bank at all. 

I looked at the more comprehensive later work by Willis & Co. (Boston) from November of 1848. 
Castine Bank was listed in the Maine section as "closed". There were no dates associated with 
the entries, I believe it was an attempt to be comprehensive. 

Castine Bank is not listed in the later, 1850's counterfeit detectors. I checked two Hodges, 
including the 1857 edition, and there is no listing for Castine Bank. 

The earlier anti-counterfeiting materials are all schemes to improve the notes and or their printing, 
rather than lists of actual counterfeit notes or genuine notes for comparison. 

I hope this helps.

As I told you over the phone, I have looked through all of the ads in all of the The Numismatist for 
the years 1940-1954. 

I also "sampled", 1955, 1956, 1957 and 1958 with two or three issues from each year. 

Sadly, I am going to be out of town for the next several days and I will be unable to continue 
tomorrow. 


Just to reiterate the parameters of the search- The dealers should have paper money ads (since 
the note in question is a US note/legal tender note -1 eliminated confederate note dealers and 
colonial money dealers who only sold colonials), the dealers should have busy ads (lots of paper 
money was your phrase) and their ads should feature both single note and group lots of notes for 
sale, and the dealers should be located on the East Coast. The dealers' ads should appear in The 
Numismatist. 

No dealer met all of those parameters, or you had already eliminated them. 

Here are possibilities, although they are not perfect matches 

Art Kelley, St. Louis- groups of notes, lots of paper money 1952-1956, though the group note 
listings are for 1954 and 1956 

Theodore Kemm, NY 1954,1958 no group listings, but increasingly more paper 

William Kenworthy, Waterville, Maine 1949, then a long stretch only advertising coins, then in 
1956-1958 begins extensive paper money advertising, although he has no group lots for sale 

Arthur Lohwater, Rochester NY, 1956-1958, only single notes are offered, but the listings was 
extensive. 

Don Smith, St. Petersburg, Florida 1956-1957 He had large ads for paper money, but also did not 
offer group lots for sale. 

William Philpott, Dallas Texas - he was buying notes throughout the forties and then became a big 
seller- 1956-1958 


C. David Pierce, Ottumwa Iowa 1957. Not very east coast, but he has a lot of paper money for sale 
and he featured more group lots than the others. 

I assume you didn't buy it from Beebee, Arthur Kreisberg, or Abe Kosoff. They all had large paper 
money ads at times, but I figured if you bought from them you would remember. 






Generally, there are very few paper money ads in the forties and they grow more numerous as the 
fifties advance. 

I apologize for not being able to finish this for several days. I will get back to it first thing Monday 
morning.
